Persons and newspapers opposed to the 
present Chicago City railway company ordi- 
nance have been saying that the last im- 
pediment to immediate municipal ownership 
was removed when the United States Cir.

The extract from the court's deci- 
sion printed at the head of this editorial! ap- 
peared in the Chicago evening ‘papers on 
May 28 and in the Chicago morning papets 
on May 29 of this year. It shows that the 
ninety-nine year act-was not declared in- 
valid. The streets granted to the railway 


‘companies before 1875 are numerous and 


important. They include practically all the 
main approaches to the downtown district. 
In the case of the Chicago City railway com- 

pany they constitute a compact and effective 
system. Under the ninety-nine year act, as 
interpreted by the United States Circuit 
court, the Chicago City railway company 


will continue to:control that compact and 


effective system “ until the period named in 
the legislative acts expires,” that is, until

claims.” It was acknowledged, indeed, that 
on certain streets the companies held fran- 
chises which would not expire till 1912, 1915, 
and even 1919. But it was assumed that on 
ey streets, and those the principal ones, 
all rights of possession terminated on July 
30; 1903. 
When the United States Cireuit court 


1 handed down its decision the city’s prospects | 


were changed. Instead of having its prin- 
cipal streets at its disposal it saw them in 
the hands of the companies. The question 
had been: Shall the streets be. leased toa 
railway company or shall they be retained 
for railway purposes by the municipal gov- 
ernment? When the Circuit court decision 


| had been handed down the question became: 


‘What is the best bargain that can be struck 
with the railway companies for the purpose 
of terminating their possession of the streets 
as soon as possible ?. 

It is in the light cast by this last question 
that the present Chicago City railway ordi- 
nance must be studied. The act contem- 
plated by the ordinance is not the granting 


‘ef franchises. It is not even the extending 


of franchises. It is simply the averaging of 
them, Some of them have expired. Some 
of them. run for a few years. Some of them 
run for many years. The ordinance brings 
them all to an end in 1917. In 1917 the 
whole south side will be free for complete 
municipal ownership, Could a bétter bar- _ 
gain be devised?

For hundreds of years a story was current 
to the effect that on the way down the river.

was on board, cast-the corpse into the water 
in the dead of night, and, filling the coffin 
with rubbish, brought it with all pomp and 
circumstance to the’ ‘cathedral.

So 
they opened the royal tomb. First they 
came to the coffin of Joan. the king’s wife, 
who lies beside him in effigy on the tomb;

The countess de La Tour du Pin, whose 
arrest the other day at the instance of a 
| jeweler of the Rue Francs-Bourgeois on a 
charge of fraud created so great a sensation 
in the Faubourg St. Germain. at Paris, is 
by birth a countess de Chateaubriand. a 
grandniece of the famous poet and states- 
man of that name, and by her marriage a 
member of one of the oldest and most illus- 
trious houses of France, which traces back 
its ancestry In an unbroken line to the soy- 
ereign barons de La Tour of the twelfth cénh- 
tury, who figured in nearly evety one of the 
crusa 

The countess, who Is an elderly woman and 
whose husband owns not only a fine man- 
sion in Paris but also an old chateau and 
large estates near Nemours, has for some 
time past been exceedingly extravagant, es- 
pecially in connection with matters of dress, 
so much so that when the time came for 
making a wedding present to her nephew, 
the marquis de La Tour du Pin, on the occa- 
sion of his marriage to the daughter of Gen. 
O'Connor, she found that she had no money 
- left for the purpoge. 

. Instead of addressing herself to her hus- 
band, who had repeatedly remonstrated with 
her about her expenditures, she determined 
to borrow the amount needed, and, together. 
with one of her friends, the countess de 
Morigny. she entered into negotiations with 
a woman who, bearing the name of countess 
de Horn, apparently makes a business of act- 
ng as broker in securing loans for ladies of - 
rank. . This woman offered to procure a loan 
of 100,000 francs ($20,000). providing she re- 
ceived a commission of 25,000 francs ($5,000). 

The countess de La Tour agteed to these 
terms, and was taken off to the jeweler 
Marty by Mme. de Horn, who, according to 
the latter, was prevented by the laws against 
money lending and usury from advancing 
the money in cash, but who would give her 
on credit ,000 francs’ ($40,000) worth of 
jewelry, which she could then sell. pledge, 
or dispose of as she pleased. Mme. de La 
Tour, on arriving at the shop with Mme. de 
Horn, chose a collar of pearis worth 160,000. | 
francs ($32,000) and other jewels represent- 
ing about 50,000 francs ($10,000) more, and 
ordered them to be sent to her house. 

The jeweler brought the jewels himself, 
. and on leaving them with the countess de 
' La Tour asked her to sign a receipt which | 
contained the proviso that if the gems were . 
not satisfactory to the countess’ ‘husband 
they would be returned on the following day. 
‘The countess, thinking to herself that it was 
a mere formality destined to shield the jew- 
eler from all trouble in connection with the 
laws against money lending, signed, and no 
sooner had the jeweler left than.Mme. de 
Horn coolly appropriated about 50,000 francs’ 
($10,000) worth of the jewels, declaring that 
they represented her commission and stat- 
ing that if, after having them valued, it 
was found that they amounted to more, abe 
would return them. 


On the next day, just as the countess was 
going out, the jeweler arrived and asked of

There will in all likelihood be a total of fully 
1,200,000 votes cast in Lilinois on Nov. & Of 
that number about 400,000 will be cast in 
Cook county. Notwithstanding the vigor- 
ous campaign of education that is being car- 
ried on, probably not less than 50,000 of these 
voters, either through indifference or igno- 
rance, will not vote on the proposition at all. 
It Is difficult to see why any one should vote 
against it, yet a certain adverse vote must 
be looked for on every proposition, so that 
300,000 affirmative ballots in Cook is as many 
as may safely be counted on. That leaves 
an equal number which the remainder of the 
state must supply. With the magnificent 
help that all parties, the press, the civic and 
business organizations, both in Chicago and 
throughout the state, are giving the move- 
ment there is no réason to doubt that it will 
win. All that is needed is to keep it going 
good and hot till election day.
